One of the papers originally filed with the present application on January 29, 2002, was a 

Supplemental Preliminary Amendment and Request That an Interference Be Declared ("SPA").

• copies claims from the '231 patent; 

• requests that an interference be declared with the '23 1 patent; and 

• requests that an interference be declared with any pending patent applications that 
claim the benefit of the '231 patent and contain claims for the same patentable 
invention as the present application. 

Concerning the '473 patent, this Second SPA incorporates from the SPA: 

• copies claims from the '473 patent; 

• the request that an interference be declared with the '473 patent; and 

• the request that an interference be declared with any pending patent applications 
that claim the benefit of the '473 patent and contain claims for the same 
patentable invention as the present application.
